GERMANY'S BITTEREST FOE.

According to -reliable statistics 
there are tied up at the present 
time about two billion bushels of 
wheat, the production of the coun- 
tries at war. This is in the vicinity 
of half the world's total production 
of wheat.

All four men were unanimous in 
asserting that a grave error had 
been made in arresting him, and 
have made representations to the 
State Department, accompanied by 
affidavits to prove that Swoboda’s 
mission at Paris was solely for the 
purpose of submitting samples of 
American goods to the French 
syndicate.

Poubttul If It Can Be Generated

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RENEFITS OF IRRIGATION. 


When Sir William Van Horne 
said many years ago that the 
C.P.R. by undertaking the work of 
irrigation east of Calgary, would 
make the wilderness to blossom 
like the rose, he was derided, but 
to-day this prophecy may be said 


to be a literal fact. At any rate, | 


millions of acres have not only 
been reclaimed by the company, 
but the whole district has been 
so improved and beautified that 
there is now a general clamor for 
irrigation in sections which are 
still untouched. Deputations have 
gone to Ottawa to stir the Govern- 
ment into undertaking the work 
outside the proprietarial limits of 
the C. P. R., on the lands which 
seem to require this treatment to 
produce similar results to those so 
gratifying and profitable on the 
C. P. R. lands. 

As one result of this demand on 
the part of the people of Southern 
Alberta, Professor Fairfield, super- 
intendent of the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farm, Lethbridge, con 
vineed farmers that with irrigation 
production will not only be greatly 
increased, but permanent homes 
established on the prairie, which 
can be rendered naturally beauti- 
ful when irrigation works are avail- 
able. The professor laid great 
stress on growing alfalfa corn, 
which meant more fodder for live 
stock, more fertility of soil, im- 
provement to all crops. Resolu- 
tions were passed asking the Minis. 
ter of the Interior to carry out 
irrigation works, or to arrange for 
an extension of the C. P. R. system.

- Arbour Day 


Arbour Day is not observed in Can- 
ada to the extent which ite import- 
ance warrants. 

The people of Canada must ever 
keep in mind their dependence upon 
her forests. With large areas suitable 
only for forestry purposes, it is essen- 
tial that the value of trees and their 
protection should be thoroughly im- 
pressed upon Canadians. 

While Arbour Day is observed in 
the rural schools and in some city 
schools, its recognition by the general 
public is not as general as it should be. 

In the province of Ontario Arbour 
Day is celebrated to a limited extent 
in the schools. This is not sufficient, 
however. 

The observance of Arbour Day 
should be general. There is need in 
every part of Canada for the educa- 
tion and instruction which Arbour 
Day represents. The day should be 
observed as a public holiday, at a time 
most suited to the climatic conditions 
of the locality. Public recognition 
should be given to Arbour Day, and 
the planting and protection of shade 
trees, the preparation of flower and 
vegetable gardens and the thorough 
cleaning up of homes and surround- 
ings should be advocated as special 
duties for the day. 
__Arbour Day has its justification in 
the value of trees from whatever 

int of view they may be considered. 
Yothing contributes so much to make 
the world a pleasant place to live in as 
trees The true home feeling is not 
satisticdl without the presence of the 
trees, with their shelter and shade, 
their beauty of form and leaf, their 
blossom and fruit,their varying shades 
with the passing of the seasons, and 
their fulness of color in the autumn 
days. They also afford homes and 
shelter for our feathered friends—the 
birds—during their anpual visits to us. 

There is nothing Which will add 
e and value to a home or the 
schoolhouse more than the presence 
of trees; there is likewise nothing 
which adds more to the comfort of the 
pedestrian than shade trees on the 
roadside. The way 8 be long and 
dusty but under the cool shade of the 
trees relief is found. 

It is to be hoped, therefore, that the 
celebration of Arbour Day will be- 
come more general ; that the plantin 
and care of trees and shrubs aroun 
schoolhouses, homes, public spaces 
and by roadsides may have the effect 
of developing a keener ah $ ements of 
the value and beauty of trees; and 
that in thus enlarging the fleld of Ar- 
bour Day activities, greater interest 
may be created in the protection of 
our Canadian forests from the reckless 
destruction by fire and the axe with 
which they are threatened.

in its turn. Move the child's body 
so that its centre of gravity is 
transferred from one foot to the 
other alternately. In that way the 
child will learn very quickly to 
balance itself, and soon it can 
stand alone for a few seconds. By 
and by it will try to move forward 
of its own accord. 

You can hasten the child’s pro- 

ss by moving its legs in imitation 
of walking while it lies on its back 
in bed. Make these motions cor- 
rectly and methodically, and make 
them as nearly as possible like the 
motions used in walking. With the 
average healthy child these lessons, 
both active and passive, should be- 
gin about the ninth or tenth month 
and the child should be able to 
walk a few steps soon after it is a 
year old.—Youth’s Companion.

WOMAN'S WORK IN WAR TIME. 


Her Duties Are Most Important 
During the Crisis. 


Many of us who were born long 
enough ago to have seen the early 
days of what is sometimes called 
the Woman's Movement, are fe 
garding with interest the many new 
avenues of work which have been 
opened up by the war. We cannot 
fail to realize that many of the 
places formerly filled by men will 
now and in the near future be 
filled by vomen- this, too, for the 
saddest of reasons, viz., that many 
thousands of the flower of ~our 
young manhood will be killed in 
battle, killed fighting fer those 
things which alone make life worth 
living. 

Now. however, one of our main 
duties is to do what women have 
always done,—look after those who 
go forth to, and those who return 
wounded, from battle. In this war, 
the greatest the world has ever 
seen, the work which is especially 
our work is very great and will be 
so until the war is over. The new- 
est addition to our responsibilities 
is the University of Toronto Base 
Hospital, which will be going to 
France about the middle of April. 
With this hospital to equip, as well 
as to keep supplied during the con- 
tinuance of the war, our responsi- 
bilities are much inc ‘ 

The difficulties of establishing a 
new hospital in an at present un- 
selected place are evident, and 
much unforeseen equipment may be 
found necessary when the hospital 
is opened. For this, none of us, I 
am eure, wish the staff, ocr repre- 
sentatives, to be rei, and 
our wounded to suffer from un in- 
sufficient supply of money te buy 
necessary equipment. ö 

Every woman in Canada will, 1 
am sure, feel that she wishes to 
contribute in money or time to this 
work for our wounded; there is 
work for all, and none of us wish 
to be parasites or butterflies. Let 
us then work with all our energies 
for our ‘favorite child,“ follow: 
the definition credited to an .

John French, reviewing the Neuve 
Chapelle battle, has been eagerly 
awaited.

Hundreds of lafants Sent Back to Switzerland 
Cannot be Id-ntified 5 


A despatch from Paris says: 
William T. P. Hollingsworth has 
returned from Schaffhausen and 
Zurich, where he investigated the 
conditions of returning civilian 
prisoners on behalf of the American 
Clearing House for Relief. 

Germany 3 already sent back 
20,000 of these civilian prisoners. 
stating that between 150,000 and 
200,000 are yet. to be returned, Two 
trains are arriving in Switzerland 
from Germany daily, each carrying 
500 of the returning prisoners. 
Three-fourths of these are women 
and girls. No boys over. 13 years

of age are being sent back, 

The most extraordinary point in 
Mr. Hollingeworth’s report is that 
100 babies. a Week 
old and upwards, daily. These are 
unclothed, but are wrapped in 
fragments of skirts and shawls. 
There is no means of tracing their 
identity. Mothers. returning with 
their children say they received no 
medical attention at chi'dbirth. 
Swiss women are supplying babies’ 
clothing at the railway stations for 
the unfortunates. Many of the 
older children who have arrived 
also cannot be identified.

Nurse Crops. 

Observing farmers have seen that 
either clover or alfalfa do consid- 
erably better when sown with bar- 
ley as a nurse crop than with eats: 
King says, in his book on soils, 
“that boats exhaust the soil mois- 
ture a great deal faster and more 
than barley. Probably this is the 
reason why, especially in rather dry 
seasons, the new seeding does bet- 
ter with the barley.’’ But a great 
many farmers greatly injure the 
growth of their young clover, as 
well as alfalfa, by seeding too much 
grain as a nurse crop. It is a spe- 
cies of greediness that, as Shakes- 
peare says, ‘‘o’er leaps itself. It 
should require but a moment's 
thought to see that the coming clo- 
ver or alfalfa is worth double in 
value what the grain crop is. Why, 
then, should the farmer endanger 
his hay crop next year! We have 
seen hundreds of young clover and 
alfalfa crops practically spoiled in 
this way. It takes 500 pounds of 
water to mature one pound of the 
rain of oats.. Reckon it up and see 
what that means to the young clo- 
ver or alfalfa in a erop, say, of 50 
bushels of oats 8 acre.

Manures. 

Nitrates and ammonia salts do 
not give their beat results when in 
contact with fermentable organic 
matter. The possibility of loss is 
greatly diminished by using well- 
rotted manure, and may be still 
farther prevented by applying the 
nitrate as a top dressing on the 
growing crop at the time the crop 
needs it. Salta of potassium and 
sodium, superphosphate and sul. 
phate of ammonium, should not be 
sprinkled on the manure in the fur. 
row, but either mixed with the soil 
before the manure is applied, or 
sown broadcast after the manure 
is plowed in and before harrowing. 
If top dressings of soluble manures 
are used on open soils they should 
be applied late.
